It is an interesting ne to check 
up all the plays in the ofder in which 
they have been written to discover 
parallel passages such as these, and 
there are any number. Chiefly with 
that object in view I have made a 
special study of the plays appearing 
as ordinarily issued, 37 in number 
although recent authorities are agreed 
that Shakespeare wrote, or at least 
wrote part of 39 plays, the new ones 
added being “Edward Tn” and “The 
Two Noble Kinsmen.” Now it is 
reasonable to assume that no one 
could write all these plays and not 
repeat the same concept. Shakes- 
peare entertained certain views of life 
which he gives expression to in his 
plays time and again. He repeats the 
same idea clothed in different lang- 
uage, as in the above instances, so 
here we have Shakespeare, in these 
three plays likening a man’s life to an 
actor, 

Another interesting study is to hunt 
for biblical quotations or biblical ref- 
erences in the plays. You would be 
surprised to find so many. A careful! 
examination shows that out of the 37 
dramas generally attributed to Shake- 
speare, only two are lacking in_bib- 
lical allusions, and these are “Titus 
Andronicus” and “Pericles, Prince of 
Tyre.” In other words, 85 out of the 
37 plays have reference to some in- 
cident or expression in holy writ. 
Shakespeare knew his Bible well—his 
was no nodding acquaintance. One 
who makes use of such incidents and 
expressions in practically al! his 
plays, as Shakespeare does, surely 
furnishes us with impressive evidence 
of biblical knowledge. You may be 
surprised to learn that there are no 
less than 17 biblical allusions in the 
play we are considering tonight. The 
authorized edition of the Bible (an im- 
provement on but largely drawn from 
previous translations) was not avail- 
able to Shakespeare as it was not 
published till 1611, by which time 
Shakespeare had about finished the 
dramas, The Psalter in the Prayer 
Book and the sentences in the com- 
munion service, are taken from the 
Great Bible of 1539; even the words 
of the Lord’s Prayer, as generally 
used, are not taken from the auth- 
orized version, 

But more wonderful still the plays 
of Shakespeare are teeming with law, 
and what is still more wonderful, 
vood law, too! Nearly all lay writers 
dealing with legal points get out of 
their depth, but Shakespeare makes 
no mistakes in whatever realm he en- 
ters. Now where did he acquire his 
legal knowledge? With such an ac- 
curate knowledge of law some com- 
mentators are of opinion that he must 
have had legal training. Whether he 
had or not nobody knows. A small 
coterie claim that the plays attributed 
to Shakespeare were not written by 
him at all, but by Bacon, but the best 
authorities scoff at such a theory, and 
the proponents of that theory form a 
small class of Shakespearean critics, 
besides such views are of compara- 
tively recent date. Of Shakespeare's 
legal acquirements much has beeu|a 


| 


written both in ben bith tn lage roa ied and 
in pamphlet form by many legal auth- 
orities, all testifying to Shakespeare’s 
legal knowledge. In the reference to 
a “single bond’ Shakespeare shows 
deep technical knowledge by appre- 
ciating the distinction between a “sin- 
gle bond,” or “simplex obligatio” and 
a constitutional bond. The distinc- 
tion is by no means easy to grasp, 
certain lesser legal lights having as- 
serted ‘that Shakespeare was wrong 
in describing Antonio’s bond, which 
figures largely in the trial scene you 
are about to witness—as a_ single 
bond, but eminent authorities have 
conclusively proved that Shakespeare 
was right and the lesser legal lights 
wrong. 

Moreover, Shakespeare had wonder- 
ful medical knowledge. A_ recent 
writer—a medical authority—in deal- 
ing with Shakespeare’s knowledge of 
sleep and its causes says that Shake- 
speare knew all there was to know in 
his time, which was previous to Har- 
vey’s discovery of the circulation of 
the blood, that great fact in physi- 
ology, consequently he has no allusion 
to the sleep producing factor, the 
diminution of the flow of blood 
through the brain, which proves that 
the more deeply we study the plays 
of Shakespeare the more clearly we 
shall perceive that nothing in life has 
been unnoticed. 

Apart from the 
Shakespeare borrowed with a free 
and easy hand. He had lax ideas 
about appropriating another's work. 
In short, he was a plagarist. A plag- 
arist in ideas, not words. It may be 
said nothing he touched but he did 
adorn, even, as we shall show, im- 
proving on the Bible. With hardly 
any exceptions his tales and plots can 
be tra@ed to sources available to 
Shakespeare during the years of his 


historical plays 
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repay the money by a certain day he 
would forfeit a pound of flesh to be 
cut off from any part of his body that 
Shylock pleased, Bassanio did not 
wish Antonio to sign such a bond on 
his account, but Antonio was so cer- 
tain of his ships arriving with 
merchandise long before the bond be- 
came due that he insisted on agree- 
ing to the Jew’s conditions. Unfor- 
tunately the unexpected did happen, 
which may be told in Antonio’s own 
words in a letter to Bassanio: 


“My ships are all lost, my bond 
to the Jew is forfeited, and since 
in paying it is impossible I should 
live, I wish to see you at my death.” 
We find action on the bond has 

commenced and Antonio under arrest 
for debt, and there is a little dialogue 
between the Merchant and Shylock: 

“Tell me not of mercy; This is 
the fool that lent out money gratis, 
Jailer, look to him.” 

Ant.: “Hear me yet, good Shy- 
lock.” 

Shy.: “I'll have my bond; speak 
not against my bond; I have sworn 
an oath that I will have my bond: 
Thou call’dst me dog before thou 
had’st a cause; But, since I am a 
dog, beware my fangs.” 
Imprisonment for debt, the evils of 

which have been so graphically des- 
cribed by Dickens, is an old law. In 
the sermon on the Mount, Christ un- 
doubtedly refers to it in these words: 

“Agree with thine adversary 
quickly, whilst thous art in the way 
with him, lest at any time the ad- 
versary deliver thee to a judge, and 
the judge deliver thee to the officer, 
and thou be cast into prison. Verily 
I say unto thee, Thou shalt by no 
means come out thence till thon 
has paid theeuttermost farthing.” 
It is not so many years since under 

English law imprisonment for debt 
was, with certain exceptions, abol- 
ished. I might mention in passing 
that the Retail Merchants’ Associa- 
tion is attempting to have this law 
restored and wish to apply it to 
Alberta.

a work of medieval times, “Gesta Ro- 
manorum” (the deeds of the Romans) 
while the plot in the main in our play 
is taken from an Italian novel, the 
“Pecorone” of Ser Giovanni, 
Shakespeare, “not of any age but 
for all time,” was born in 1564, died 
in 1616, and was thus 52 years of age 
at the time of his death. His plays 
were spread over a period of 21 years, 
from 1592 to 1613. For the most part 
the plays are written in blank verse, 
sometimes he breaks into rhyme and 
sometimes into song, and generally 
ends each scene with a couplet. ; 
To adorn modern eloquence eq 


ers go to Shakespeare and the Bible. 
look at the number of familiar quo- 
tations from “Hamlet” alone, the most 
quoted of any single writing, 

The story of “The Merchant:of Ven- 
ice’’ goes back to the time when Ven- 
ice, “Queen of the Adriatic,” was a 
sovereign state. In that city, or sov- 
ereign state, dwelt Antonio, the Mer- 
chant, his friends, Bassanio and Gra- 
tiano, and Shylock, the Jew. Antonio 
was a man of means, his wealth con- 
sisting of ships and merchandise. 
Bassanio was a gentleman of leisure, 
did nothing, having, like the prodigal 
son, wasted his substance in riotous 
living, and is not a character that 
appeals to us nowadays. He wanted 
to borrow money of Antonio as a for- 
tune hunter so that he could make a 
show before a wealthy young lady, 
and was most anxious to possess the 
young lady and all that she possesed. 
But he had no money to pay for serv- 
ants and liveries, and it so happened 
that Antonio, to whom he applied for 
financial assistance, had no ready 
money at the time, but, although An- 
tonio had no ready money, his credit 
was good, which was more than could 
be said of Bassanio’s. Antonio told 
his friend that he could go to Shylock 
and ask a loan of three thousand du- 
cats and that he (Antonio) would 
stand good for it. In those days there 
were no bankers, but Jews, such as 
Shylock, did all the money lending 
there was to do, 

Antonio and Shylock were by 
means good friends. Antonio did not 
like Shylock because he lent out! 
money at interest, and Shylock did, 
not like Antonio because he sometimes 
lent money gratis and thus brought 
down the rate of interest*in Venice 
to the loss of the Jew and his money- 
lending friends. Charging interest— 
usury it was then called—was frowned 
upon in those days, although Shylock, 
as a good Jew, was within the letter 
of the law, which was as follows: 

“Thou shalt not lend upon usury 
to thy brother. Unton a stranger 
thou mayest lend upon usury, but 
unto thy brother thou shalt not 
lend upon usury, that the Lord thy 

God may bless thee,’ Deut, 28: 

19, 20, 

The opinion of Aristotle on the bar- 
renness of money became proverbial 
and was quoted with approval 
throughout the middle ages, conse- 
quently we find Shakespeare putting 


into the mouth of Antonio these 

words: 

“If thou wilt lend this money, lend 
it not 


As to thy friends; for when did 
friendship take 

A breed for barren 
friend?” 

The deal is made in an interview 
with Shylock, Antonio and Bassanio, 
Shylock being willing to lend the 
money to Antonio, not to Bassanio, 
because Shylock was satisfied that 
Antonio was a reliable party to whom

this is what he says to him, a com- 
bination of stinging invective and 
withering sarcasm. 

After some further talk, with seem- 
ing generosity, Shylock agrees to 
charge no interest whatever, only

notary and there sign in merry sport 
a bond to the effect that if he did not 


The trial takes place before the 
Duke, not a judge, but a figure-head, 
and in connection with the scene it 
may be mentioned that Portia, who 
takes the case in hand, is no other 
than the wife of Bassanie in disguise, 
the heiress to whom I have already 
referred, and that her clerk is no 
other than Nerissa, the wife of Gra- 
tiano, also in disguise, unrecognizable 
by either husband, 

You would observe that Shylock 
mutters these words to himself when 
Bassanio and Gratiano protest that 
they would sacrifice their wives, dear 
as they were to them, to deliver An- 
tonio from his implacable enemy: 
“These be Christian husbands; I have 

a daughter— 
Would any of the stock of Barrabas 
Had been her husband, rather than a 
Christian.” 


“The chief priests and elders per- ; 


suaded the multitude that they should 
ask Barrabas and destroy Jesus. 

“The governor answered and said 
unto them, ‘Whether of the twain wil. 
ye that I release unto you?’ They 
said Barrabas.” Matthew 27, 16, 20, 
21, 

“They cried out all at once saying, 
away with this man, and release unto 
us Barrabas: 

“Who for a certain sedition made 
in the city and for murder was cast 
into prison.” Luke 23 and 18, 19. 

“Then cried they all again, saying 
‘release not this man but Barrabas.’ 
Now Barrabas was a robber.” John 
18 and 40, 

Such was the type of man Shylock 
would have for a son-in-law rather 
than a Christian, ; 

In conclusion I do not propose to 
deal with all the biblical quotations 
and allusions in the play, contenting 
myself with such as appear in the 
trial scene we have witnessed.

CARE OF BABY 
CHICKS ON ARRIVAL 
By Alex Taylor's Hatchery, Winnipeg, 
Manitoba,

When your Baby Chicks arrive, be 
sure to have a comfortable home pre- 
pared for them. The lid of the chick 
box acts as a brooder and should be 
kept on until you have your brooder 
ready for them or give them to a 
broody hen. Most farm folks have a 
brooder house 10 10 feet. This will 
accomodate 200 to 500 chicks with a 
coal burning Colony Brooder Stove to 
mother them. The Brooder should be 
tested and operated several days be- 
fore chicks arrive and have the Brood. 
er House thoroughly dried before 
chicks arrive, The temperature of the 
brooder for the first week should be 
95 degrees; second week 90 degrees: 
third week 85 dgrees. The

A 
good thing is to give the chicks a 
warm mash at noon of equal parts ot 
shorts, crushed oats, Victory meal and 
cornmeal, a pinch of salt and pepper 
to flavor. Also mix with some of your 
clean table scraps, Cod Liver Oil in 
the chick mash is essential during cold 
weather or dull days; it develops 
bone, muscle, plumage and keeps 
chicks supplied with the necessary 
vitamins. For chicks up to one month, 
use one ounce in ten pounds of dry 
mash; for older chicks and hens, two 
ounces in ten pounds of dry mash, 

Water dishes or founts should be 
washed every day. Keep chicks warm 
and dry, change the litter often, es- 
pecially if you have a large number 
together. Protect chicks against colds 
and draughts.
